Building Enclosure Design 
Award 

Co-sponsored by the BSA’s 
Building Enclosure Council, 
this award seeks to promote best 
practices and innovation in the 
design, construction and perfor- 
mance of building enclosures; 

it is open to built projects that 
conform to the Massachusetts 


State Commercial Building Code. 


Entries are due February 26. 


Harleston Parker Medal 
Co-sponsored by the City of 
Boston, this annual honor seeks 
to recognize “the single most 
beautiful” building or other 
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structure built in the metro- 
politan Boston area in the past 10 
years. Nominations need include 
only the name and address of 
the project and, if known, the 
architect. Nominations are due 
February 23. 


Residential Design and 
Construction Awards 

New in 2010, these awards 
recognize best practices and 
innovation in residential design, 
construction and finish work, as 
well as in nonresidential small 
projects. Award recipients are 
honored with a special celebra- 
tion at the BSA’s Residential 
Design and Construction con- 
vention and tradeshow in April. 
Award categories include single- 
family house design; kitchen and 
bath design; home-theater, pool 
or special-feature design; interior 
design; lighting design; construc- 
tion or fine finishing; landscape 
design; and nonresidential small- 
project design. Entries are due 
March 9. 


Healthcare Facilities Design 
This award honors healthcare 
projects in New England and 
healthcare facilities anywhere in 
the world by New England archi- 
tects. Entries are due April 22. 


Future of Design Competition 
This competition highlights the 
innovative design work of young 
designers. Selected works are 
displayed as a continuous digital 
slide and video show during the 
BSA’s Build Boston convention 
and tradeshow in November. 
Entries are due May 3. 


Campus Planning Award 

This award recognizes campus 
plans anywhere in the world pre- 
pared by New England design or 
planning professionals or firms, 
as well as campus plans prepared 
for New England academic insti- 
tutions. Entries are due May 19. 


Unbuilt Architecture 
Architects, architectural educa- 
tors and architecture students 
throughout the world are invited 


to submit real or theoretical proj- 


ects. Entries are due June 3. 


Honor Awards for 

Design Excellence
